In nuclear disarmament. The pro- 
gram began with three films on 
the effects of nuclear warfare 
and preventions of nuclear tetfw 
Ing attempted by various coun- 
tries. These films brought bar*, 
4iarrasing realization of the do* 
vastation of nuclear warfare to 
ell who were pr%%^\. 

Dr. George Dion, Dean of Agrl- 
culture McGill U., gave an en^ 
lightening talk on popular mio- 
conceptions of nuclear bombs, 
missiles, and atomic warfare in 
general. In the Dean's opinion, 
nuclear warfare is immoral, in« 
lust, not to mention hazardous* 
As he laid, the only crime mor« 
heinious than dropping the first 
bombs in anger is dropping tho 
second In retaliation. There cafi 
be no winner in nuclear war* 
fare and no defense or remedy 
would ever be effective except 
on the fringe areas of a direct 
attack target. Contrary to popu* 
lar opinion, fallout shelters aro 
totally useless. AnH-missile mie- 
siles can never hope to attain 
speeds necessary for interception 
and over which country do wo 
wish to have missile collision do* 
bris fall? 

In the opinion of Dr. Dion th« 
only effective counter mesuro 
for the common people to use is 
the organizing of groups which 
will emit a loud plea for nuclear 
disarmament to those statesmen 
who supposedly represent our 
democratic views on the subiect. 
The 1958 English "March To Af- 
dermaston" was cited as a primo 
example. Our only alternative is 
not reliance upon the world 
powers bargining table but on 
the willingness of all to stand u|S 
and be counted in their views on 
the subject. 

In the words of one of the Al- 
dermaston people, the Dean 
ended his speech most appro- 
priately, "Testing is not the big 
issue in this matter. The issue is 
life itself and living is a bi^

Meal: 



' One of the most dreaded words in man's vocabulary Is 
the word WAR. Little good is evolved from it and limitless 
damage is done. Tuesday evening I had the opportunity to 
see several clever movies on radiation and the most striking 
ajid perhaps thought provoking idea was the miseiy and 
futility of war. It seems utterly impossible that anyone 
knowing of the uselessness of war would dare to initiate 
another, especially in the present day with the possibility 
of total destruction by the nuclear weapons. The fact is, 
however, that thoughts of war are entertained by several 
world powers, both from the point of view of agression and 
of defence. Many people w^ould like our governments to 
adopt a policy of total disarmament and in particular the 
suspension of all nuclear weapons. This idea is very com- 
mendable and is the ultimate wish of most of the world's 
population. 

' However the problem must be viewed sensibly and ia it's 
entirety. Of what use is it for us to completely disarm if 
the Soviet Union will not agree to do likewise. It would be 
foolhardy to hand our country over so easily. Like many 
others, I think enough of our way of life that I would give 
my life fighting to preserve it, before allowing a dictator- 
ship to dominate us. 

We must always work towards peace but it is foolhardy 
tc think that if we lay down our arms that the enemy will 
also. Our politicians and diplomats must work even harder 
at relieving world tensions but must not allow themselves 
to be led into the same mistakes as Chamberlain before the 
last world war. Weapons, nuclear and otherwise, are a 
strong deterent against war until such time as the human 
animal gains enough intelligence to live peacefully with his 
neighbour and not covet his neighbour's goods and way of 
life. 

Tliese organizations for banning the nuclear weapons 
and total disarmament are missing the basic problem. Man 
ifi a selfish, vain creature and there is always one or more 
that think that they can succeed where others have failed. 
Oirr-first'-goal -should be the enligiit^H»eRt of mankind 
as to the folly of war and the benefits of peace. YOU can 
start by your attitude towards your neighbour, where-ever 
you should be.

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Late TD Gains Tie 



Loyola Downs Bishop's 




A spectacular pass and run play that travelled over sixtv yards 
saved the Mac Aggies from defeat at the hands of St. Patrick's Col- 
lege last Saturday in the opening league game of the season for 
Macdonald. Daichun's long pass to Fisher immediately after the 
touchdown that gave St. Pat's their only lead in the game, tied the 
score at 18 points apiece to put Macdonald and the Irish in a two- 
way tie for second place after the first weekend of play. 

In a game played Friday night at Trenholme Stadium in Mont- 
real, the Loyola Warriors gained undisputed possession of the top 
spot when they shut out Bishop's Gaitors 19-0 before approximately 
1,00 spectators. 

At Ottawa, Macdonald became the aggressor early in the contest. 
Off the opening kick-off. Pepper gained 15 yards on a pass, full-back 
Nickless carried for another 10 yards, and Beatty picked up 9. St. 
Pat's were called for interference and after two unsuccessful runs 
Beatty kicked between the up-rights for the field goal and a three- 
point lead. Minutes later, the Aggies were on the march again while 
the Irish watched bewildered. Fisher ran 75 yards on a hand-off into 
pay-dirt for a major and Beatty converted. 

Then, the Aggies attack began to falter. During the remainder of 
the game, our team became progressively poorer, allowing St. Pat's 
to pull ahead. With less than 1 minute to go, Fisher ran a pass 40
